Dr. Lammerts Seeks 
Old Roses 


To the Editor: 

ERE at La Canada, California, we are 

developing a “Rose Garden of Yester- 
day, Today and Tomorrow.” In the area 
devoted to old roses we are grouping the 
species and varieties according to the period 
in which they were introduced—e.g., 1500- 
1600, 1601-1700, 1701-1800, 1801-1850, ete.— 
and we then move into the “Rose Ancestry 
Garden,” in which we show the pedigrees of 
the most famous present-day roses. 

Naturally, we shall need considerable help 

locating all the roses we wish to obtain, 
and if any of your readers can direct us to 
sources of either plants or bud wood of some 
of these roses we shall be extremely grateful. 

For our “Ancestry Garden” we are very 
much interested in obtaining the following 
varieties: Rayon d'Or, Constance, Lyons 
Rose, Dr. Grill, Liberty, Premier, and 
Richmond. 

For the older rose section, we have so far 
been unable to locate any roses to plant in 
the area reserved for 1601-1700. For this 
area we would like to obtain a double white 
Provence, a double yellow Provence, and 
de Meaux. For the 1701-1800 area we need 
Rosa chinensis rubra, Red Belgic, Frankfort 
and Mossy de Meaux. 

Any information regarding 
these roses will be most welcome.—W ALTER

Iris Mutation Again 


To the Editor: 
O° page 582 of the July FLower Grower 

Benjamin C. Auten expresses the opin- 
ion that the bearded iris which I described 
in the May issue, page 429, is not a mutation 
because it is not “permanent.” In the first 
place, however, this change in the iris is of 
a genetic nature and is, therefore, a muta- 
tion. In the second place, a mutation may 
not be permanent, since it may occur in a 
portion of a plant, such as the leaf or flower, 
which is formed anew each year. Only if 
the mutation involved the rhizome or root- 
stock of the iris could one expect it to show 
up again. 

As a matter of fact, the nearly-white iris 
with pale blue tinge, described as one of the 
mutations, appeared again this year and can 
be readily propagated. The other mutation, 
the chimera, however, did not appear again. 
This mutation involved only the flower stalk, 
was not “permanent” and hence could not be 
propagated. 

It may be further stated that a chimera is 
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a botanical rarity and little is known about 
its behavior in propagation. Propagation of 
such a chimera in the iris could, however, be 
regarded as possible—W. N. Stem, Mar- 
quette University, Milwaukee, Wis. 


Fall Fruiting Raspberries 
To the Editor: 


W. WOOD’s reference to the alleged 

fall bearing raspberry Indian Summer 
(in his note in the April issue on the new 
variety September) interested me inasmuch 
as my own trial of that variety in 1943 was 
equally disappointing. 

The first season, 1944, Indian Summer 
yielded a good crop of large, fine-flavored 
berries in June. After pruning out the bear- 
ing canes as advised, I waited hopefully for 
the promised fall crop. There were a few 
blossoms, but no fruit. The following 
the June picking was fair, but not as heavy 
as the first season. The third spring, 1946, 
the berries were: small and crumbly, much 
like the wild red raspberries, and the yield 
was small. The same was true in 1947. In 
none of these years was there any fall yield, 
and so in 1947 Indian Summer was dis 
carded. 

The new variety September may be true 
to name, but after my 
dian Summer I shall keep my fingers crossed 
and let Mr. Wood and others do the experl- 
menting. In the meantime I'll be content 
with plenty of raspberries in June and 
enjoy fall bearing strawberries in Septem 
ber.—J. M. Asn (Pa.)

Easy Way to File 
Flower Grower 


To the Editor: 


URING the past few years readers have 

submitted many good ideas for binding 
FLOWER GROWER. Some of them, however, 
require special equipment and knowledge 
that make them a bit difficult, to say noth 
ing of the time involved. My own files ar 
complete back to 1933, when I first dis- 
covered FLoweR Grower. The earlier years 
are bound, some professionally and some al 
home, but the past six years are filed a bi 
differently. 

I use a piece of cardboard 11} inches wid 
and at least 19} inches long, and I fold thi 
twice, 9 inches from either end, forming th 
shape of a book. End pieces are then c 
and affixed with gummed paper tape. Thi 
gives a box that is open at the edge and ca! 
be finished by pasting a paper cover ove! 
it. Any kind of paper can be used, fro

HEN I first started growing house 

plants I collected small plates to use 
under the pots for catching excess water. 
To be of any value the plate had to be quite 
a bit larger than the flower pot. This did 
not permit me to place many plants into one 
window, and I ran short of window space. 

So, for several years now, I’ve been taking 
tin cans such as are used for canned peas, 
pineapple, etc, and cutting them down to an 
inch or more in height with a tinners snips. 
I file off any sharp edges, then paint them: 
They can be painted any desired color, even 
with designs, and it is possible to get any 
size needed, from a gallon pail size for the 
larger flower pots down to a tiny can for 
Repainting the inside 
after they have been used for a time pro- 
longs the life of the bases. 

By using these I have been able to crowd 
many more plants into one window. They 
are both economical and practical—HERBERT

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HIS month we're placing emphasis 

on Madonna lilies, both on the cover 

and editorially. There’s a purpose in 
this, first of all since early fall planting 
is in order if one is to have well estab- 
lished plants by the time cold weather 
comes, which is necessary to get good 
blooms next year. Secondly. this lily has 
had its ups and downs. especially while 
European sources of bulbs were cut off 
during the war. 

The time has come now when everyone 
can grow 
choice, too, between imported bulbs and 


Madonnas again. There’s a 
domestic grown, notably the American 
grown strains, which have shown great 
adaptability and vigor in the garden. 

One would think that there is no trick 
at all to growing Madonnas when travel- 
ling through some areas, like Ohio and 
central New York State. Gardens there 
are full of Madonnas growing like weeds, 
apparently with little or no care at all. 
Presumably, the soil is just right in these 
areas. 


HE thought of weeds reminds me that 

my choicest of all lilies nearly came 
to grief because my first garden assistant 
mistook it for a skunk cabbage. I refer, 
of course, to Lilium giganteum. which 
has the reputation of being very difficult 
to grow where summers are hot and dry. 
Unlike other lilies, this one has broad, 
rounded leaves often a foot across, borne 
on long stems coming from the base. No 
wonder there was confusion in identity, 
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but fortunately the plant was spared. 

This spring—its second year with us 
a huge stalk began to shoot up from the 
heart of the plant. By early June, thirteen 
buds were visible. In spite of continued 
heat and drought, all of the buds opened 
together by mid-June. They made narrow 
tubular flowers flaring only at the end to 
reveal a deep wine color marking the 
base of each white petal. Alas, the record 
heat-wave brought the blossoming period 
to an early close, but nevertheless I had 
the satisfaction of succeeding with this 
rare beauty, and measuring the stalk 
which reached a final height of seven 
feet, seven inches. 


JEVER is it safe to judge a flower. 


particularly a rose, by one year’s 
observation. For example, my first opin- 
ion of the floribunda, Red Pinocchio, was 
not high. The first flowers in a cluster 
are inclined to remain on the plant too 
long, and as they age they lose the rich 
deep red of freshly opened blooms.

While there is at least one species 
native around much of the Mediterran- 
ean area, the great wealth of cotoneasters 
comes from Asia. The reliably hardy 
types found in gardens and listed in 
catalogues today have been brought 
from China and the Himalayan region 
by such famous plant hunters as For- 
tune, Henry, Farrer, Wilson, and Meyer. 
For many years, the cotoneaster most 
generally planted in this country was 
the low-growing C. horizontalis, with its 
typical fishbone-like branching and fine 
displays of small white flowers and bril- 
liant red berries. In some strange way. 
this species came to be considered in- 
dispensable for rock garden and pool 
plantings, and the work of some schools 
of garden designers could often be iden- 
tified by this trademark. As a matter of 
fact, however, several other cotoneasters 
make much better plants in rock gar- 
dens, and many low shrubs are more 
appropriate for pool-side plantings

It has preven unique in habit and su- 
perior in every way. Specimens in good 
growth have a fascinating way of spread- 
ing out at the edges. and the branches 
reach outward and press firmly against 
the ground—and so the specific name 
“adpressa.” Typical forms of the shrul 
rarely surpass 18 inches in height, and 
depending on the situation, plants spread 
evenly and rather rapidly into a low mass 
several feet 

Creeping cotomeaster has small leaves 
mostly less than half an inch long. and 
in spring the branches are lined with 
round pink buds which open into beav- 
tifully formed 5-petaled flowers x inch 
across. Fruits usually set in abundance, 
developing into round berry-like “ap- 
ples” about 14 inch in diameter. Thies 
turn brilliant dark red in midsummer 
and remain a striking feature 
through the autumn. 

The leaves of thfs shrub fall after the 
first hard frosts, showing more of the 
attractive branching habit. While the 
branches rarely display the fishbone pat- 
tern and rigidity of rock cotoneaster (C.

Creeping cotoneaster is beset with no 
insect or disease troubles which should 
make anyone hesitate to grow it. It may 
be wise, however, to call attention to a 
few possible difficulties. Seasons favor- 
able to fire-blight give less cause for con- 
cern with this species than with rock 
cotoneaster and most of the taller forms. 
but now and then a few branches of 
creeping cotoneaster may show the typi- 
cal sudden wilting and browning without 
apparent cause, until one looks for the 
tell-tale boundary of damaged tissue at 
the base of the killed growth. As in all 
such cases, whether the suscept is coto- 
neaster, flowering-quince, firethorn, or 
crabapple, the best control in the home 
garden is immediate cutting out of wilted 


and browning branches and _ burning 
them. Cuts should be made well below 


the boundary line of injury, for several 
inches of sound growth sacrificed is good 
insurance against spreading infection. 
Actually, however, creeping cotoneas- 
ter is rarely in need of this treatment. 
and it is mentioned here principally for 
salutary value in the general mainte- 
nance of garden The only 
trouble affecting this species in average 
plantings, and again scarcely a 
serious one, is an attack of aphids now 
and then.

Don’t pamper 


Geraniums 


By Mary Duncomb, (Minn.) 


NDOOR geraniums that are being 
given a summer vacation outdoors 


will enjoy. and even profit by, a season 
of really “roughing it.” For good bloom 
next winter, do not coddle the plants too 
much now. 

This was proved for us last summer 
by unusual weather conditions, includ- 
ing a devastating hail storm. The gera- 
niums were set out as usual in garden 
beds and received ample moisture all 


during June. On June 29, they were 
beaten badly by hail, which destroyed 
the crops and gardens in the vicinity, 


to say nothing of garden flowers. Many 

plants did not recover. : 
The geraniums, however, proved what 

a hardy breed they are. Soon ne 


appeared on what seemed to be lifeless 


w shoots 


stumps. Still, they were in for more 
rough weather. The rain which fell 
abundantly during the storm was the 


last seen during the months which fol- 


lowed. The heat was very much greater 
than usual, and one would think that 


under such conditions any winter-bloom- 
ing plant would have perished. 

However, when these geraniums were 
taken up in early September and given 
the usual good care, they responded in 
remarkable fashion. They soon set buds. 
and provided a wealth of bloom all 
winter. 

One of these, 
Stripes as it is 
never bloomed 


New Life or Stars and 
sometimes called, had 
indoors before although 
we had had it for several years. Its 
blossoms are white with distinct red 
stripes running the length of the petals. 
It is a profuse bloomer. Sometimes the 
blooms are double. sometimes single, and 
sometimes—this seems the most remark- 
able thing about it—new blooms grow 
out from the old ones. This is an old- 
fashioned but prized plant. 


It would seem, then. from last sum- 
mer’s wholly unsought experience, that 


geraniums profit by certain treatment. 
Pruning, keeping rather on the dry side 
after active growth has started, and pre- 


venting flower buds from forming in 
summer, will produce plants for winter 


blooming which are far superior to those 


which have been allowed to grow rank 
and bushy and left to bloom at will. 
When setting out geraniums for sum- 
mer as soon as frost is over—which may 
be as late as Memorial Day in northern 
first of all whether they 
display plants in beds 
or whether they are 
next winter's bloom.

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Beware of these 


Rampant Plants 


By VENA H. DOWBRIDGE, (Me.) 


2OME time ago I unwittingly opened 
the gates of my garden to four plants 
hich are as willfully pestiferous as they 
re beautiful. In the May 1947 issue of 
Lower GROWER, an article written by 
e late Dr. J. Horace McFarland points 
it that when a plant acts like a nuisance 
trouble is invariably due to the gar- 


. 


ner’s carelessness. In spite of endless 
efforts to eradicate some plants, however, 
they run rampant and become lovely but 

noying nuisances in spite of anything 
the gardener can do. 

Campanula rapunculoides, I think, 
tops the list. It was given me by a kind 
friend when I first began gardening 23 
years ago. I have succeeded in reducing 
it to stemless plants but am still pulling 
up leaves in three different parts of my 
garden. It is beautiful growing beside 

old abandoned farmhouse. or in a 
setting where it can have its way. But, 
in a cultivated garden. this “grand- 
mother’s bluebells” has all the earmarks 
of a nuisance. I wish that someone would 
tell me how to get completely rid of it. 

Then there is Apios americana 
(tuberosa). “Such pretty chocolaty-pink 
flowers,” says the innocent gardener, 
“and they smell so sweet. I certainly 
must have it in my wild flower garden.” 
I have it. and [ will always have it 
partly against my will. It chooses the 
best-looking plant within reach and then 
proceeds to wind itself round and round 
its poor victim at an appalling rate until 
the weaker plant gives up the struggle 
and dies. Meanwhile. Apios americana 
is up to just as much mischief under- 
ground. The root stem shoots off in all 
directions and potato-like tubers form 
at intervals along the stem so rapidly 
that one wishes they would bring the 
price of Irish potatoes in the market. 

Doubtless, this plant is beautiful. 
Where it climbs and hangs in festoons 
from a tall sumac tree it would make an 
unwary gardener want it for his own. If 
there ‘were only a certain method of 
keeping this lovely nuisance within 
bounds! 

\juga genevensis is a handsome spe- 
cies, in bloom or out. I once thought. 
“Just the thing. Its bright blue flowers 
and shiny dark green leaves will perk 
up the rock garden and make a real 
beauty spot of that drab corner.” It 
would, and did, and not only took pos- 
se-sion of the “drab corner” but also 
travelled far and wide.

To the nomadic tribes of the dim cen- 
before the birth of Christ, who 
wandered over the Balkan hills and the 
Macedonian plains, the Madonna lily’s 
lazzling white flowers must have been an 
even. more wondrous sight than they are 
to us today. Small wonder, then, that 
many centuries before the beginning of 
Christianity this lily was already con- 


turies 


sidered sacred and so assumed a role in 
the earliest known religions and in the 
artistic expressions that have survived 
trom those days. It is not surprising, too, 
that its bulb was used in the making of 
early medicines and ointments. 

\s part of the religious thinking of 
those ancient peoples, as part of their 
lolklore, of their small store of medi- 
cines, the bulbs were carried from region 
» region, each subsequent migration 
taxing the lily farther afield. Thus it 
came to Crete and Egypt. to Syria, north- 
tn Persia and to Palestine. Then the 
homans discovered it. and again, partly 
‘or its religious symbolism, partly for its 
medicinal properties, and perhaps partly 
‘or its sheer beauty. the Madonna lily 
traveled into northern Europe and to 
Ene land.

Certainly no plant could 
become so universally be- 
loved if it were not easy to 
grow, to propagate and to 
transplant. Nor could so 
popular a plant escape the 
hands of those who try to 
improve upon nature. Nev- 
ertheless, the Madonna lily 
as it is generally known 
today is essentially identi- 
cal with the lilies that still 
grow wild in the Balkans, 
with the lilies found by 
Professor L. H. MacDan- 
iels, on his trip to Syria in 
1943, growing in the cliffs 


‘ 


of the Beirut River. There 
have been some modifica- 
tions, it is true, and the 
flowers of the cultivated 


plants are larger than those 
found wild. But in the 
process of vegetative multi- 
plication and propagation, 


these lilies have lost their fertility. They 
wi'! not set viable seed. 

The occurrence of sterility in culti- 
vated Madonna lilies, except the few 
strains re-introduced from collected spe- 
cimens, put an end to most attempts to 
hybridize them. There was, however, one 
magnificent Madonna hybrid, Lilium 
testaceum, the product of a cross be- 
tween L. and the Ma- 
donna lily, L. candidum, which appeared 
just about 100 years ago in a German

The Louisiana Iris 


OW that they have become garden 

aristocrats, Louisiana irises have the 

laugh at all of us. Not many years 
ago they were growing in black-muck 
bogs along bayous in the southern part 
of the state—unknown and unsung. Now 
they flourish in around the 
world. They are thriving especially well 
‘in South Australia. They just love Cali- 
fornia. Strangest of all, they survive win- 
ters in New England, and flower beauti- 
fully in late spring. 

There are some queer kinks in the his- 
tory of these very showy irises. The small 
rust-red Iris fulva was discovered, named, 
and introduced into England in 1812. 
Because of its new color it created some 
excitement. Does it not seem strange that 
no one felt impelled to explore further 
for other brilliant-hued irises? Audubon 
was the first person to refer to a “Louisi- 
ana flag” (in “Birds of America”). A 
rose-colored iris, of flat form, is painted

The lat- 
est are the magnificent yellows and reds 
discovered in bogs near Abbeville, Louisi- 
ana. Bayou VERMILION is a clear crim- 
son, with firm, slightly recurving seg- 
ments. It has a long. narrow, brilliant 
signal-patch. CarpInaALis is of 
similar form, in near-scarlet. Peccy Mac 
is magenta-rose. with very firm flat

flowers, segments overlapping. VINE- 
YARD is almost maroon. the segments 


wide, slightly drooping. RerLectep Licut 
and ForsytHia have 7-inch flowers of 
rich yellow. Detta TREASURE and JAUNE- 
BRUN are bright yellow. with mid-stripe 
of rich brown. All of the “Abbevilles” 
are notable for the very heavy texture of 
the flowers, which accounts for their 
holding up perfectly for four days in 
wind and sun. HaAILe SELASSIE, velvety 
red-violet, is one of the best for gardens. 
Some of the older varieties which have 
become very popular have narrow blue- 
green foliage, and lovely flowers of flat, 
chalice, and slightly recurved forms. An 
interesting pre-Abbeville red is Bon 
Rovuce, with firm 6-inch flowers of bright 
rose-red. It is very faithful in blooming, 
too. It is very much the same form as 
Small’s I. virtpivingEa, a rich wine. Two 
lovelies in the lavender group are Davip 
Fiscuer, the signal-patch outlined in 
violet; and RapiAntT Orcuip, the name of 
which is a description.

Louisiana Society Promotes 


Native [ris Interest

HEN April comes to the romantic 
Evangeline country of southwestern 
Louisiana the Cajans dwelling along 
lazy bayous frown with disgust. It’s time 
for those fool city people to invade the 
swamps again and dig up “snake grass.” 

From all over Louisiana, from Texas 
and Oklahoma, and from scattered points 
in other states the members of a unique 
plant hobby group descend on the little 
town of Lafayette, Louisiana for their 
annual meeting. Organized in 1941 to 
promote the study and cultivation of 
native irises. the Society for Louisiana 
Irises has been instrumental in distribut- 
ing them widely for trial. The result is 
that they are now known to be good gar- 
den subjects in many parts of this coun- 
try as well as abroad. The 200-odd mem- 
bers collect, hybridize and grow the 
plants in their own gardens, and then 
have a wonderful time at the annual “get- 
togethers” in Lafayette. 

These two-day gatherings, usually held 
around April 10, have much the atmos- 
phere of a family reunion. They center 
about the campus of Southwestern Louisi- 
ana_ Institute. extends 
hospitality to the iris guests. 

The first day’s program always in- 
cludes a visit to the native iris test gar- 
den at the Institute’s horticulture farm, 


which friendly 





an iris show in the afternoon and a ban- 
quet in the evening. For the show, Pro- 
fessor (of horticulture) Ira Nelson and 
his students bring in hundreds of wild 
iris plants and truckloads of sawdust, 
cypress saplings, bamboo and _ native 
greens to transform the Student Center 
building into a colorful iris garden. Mass 
plantings of native sorts are set up and 
there is a special section for competitive 
display of specimen blooms brought in 
by society members. 

Next morning there are visits to gar- 
dens of members in the Lafayette and 
Abbeville areas; then 
boots and old clothes, the crowd breaks 


everyone dons 
down into congenial groups headed by 
guides who know the country, and the 
day is spent collecting irises in the vast 
swamplands, 

Sometimes high adventure results, for 
the swamps are both inviting and for- 
bidding. Among 
countless hybrid irises indigenous to the 
area are many color variations. Every 
collector dreams of finding a flower of 
heretofore unknown hue. W. B. Mac- 
Millan, first president of the society, dis- 
covered the famous Abbeville Reds in a 
cypress bog near Abbeville just twelve 
years ago, and many later “finds” have

It may become desirable to change the 
interior layout of the greenhouse, and in 
that case it’s better to have something 
that can be taken apart with less « 
culty and less financial loss than would 
be incurred by the breaking up of con- 
crete installations.

Immediately after the war, teams 
of British and American scientists went 
into Germany and secured what informa- 
tion they could on new chemicals and 
processes. The information they gathered 
has been made available in this country 
through special reports from the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

The American Cyanamid & Chemical 
Corporation, and later other companies, 
began making small amounts of para- 
thion for testing at many of the experi- 


Ment stations throughout the country. 


As a result of about two years of testing 
at these stations and by commercial 
gfowers, parathion has been found to be 
the finest all-purpose insecticide yet dis- 
covered.

The fumes must not 
be inhaled, and contact with the material 
must be avoided. When it is used as a 
dust or spray, a small respirator should 
he“used over the nose and mouth. When 
used as a dip for pot plants, the work 
should be done out of doors and rubber 
gloves should be worn to prevent contact 
with the skin. The spraying of green- 
houses should be done as quickly as pos- 
sible, and the house should not be entered 
for several hours, or until the fumes have 
dissipated. Parathion should not be ap-

NE of the most fascinating ways of 

learning more about wild flowers. 

weeds and our own garden flowers 
is to make a collection of dried specimens. 
It is an interesting way to become better 
acquainted with the structure of both 
leaves and flowers and of the entire plant. 
Plant preservation is an art and it has 
heen said that no photograph or colored 
plate, however lovely, can ever equal. in 
interest and value, a real plant which has 
been colorfully and naturally preserved. 

When the botanist preserves flowers he 
chooses only the most perfect specimens, 
arranging them as naturally as possible 
for drying. However, in order to use ma- 
terial of this sort more decoratively we 
may pick whatever blossoms we desire 
for effect and arrange them attractively 
lo suit our own taste. Both the botanist 
and the floral artist take care to retain 
as much of the original flower color as 
possible. 

The best time to gather material is in 
the middle of the day when the sun has 
absorbed all surface moisture. Select only 
the freshest flowers—those fully open, 
half open or in bud, and press them as

soon as possible after picking. Fleshy or 
thick-textured flowers do not press and 
dry well. Neither do flowers with textures 
like lilies. nasturtiums, petunias, poppies, 
etc., although it is possible to be success- 
ful with them if great care is used. 

Some flowers such as larkspur, pansy, 
coxcomb, heather, helenium, and many 
others, hold their color well. On the other 
hand wistaria. sweet peas, phlox, tassel 
flower, nicotiana, veronica and numerous 
others, do not. It is possible to add tints 
but I have never done this since I prefer 
the natural color. 


PRESSING THE MATERIAL. Have 
in readiness sheets of newspaper, or any 
absorbent paper, such as facial tissues. 
blotting paper or paper toweling. I pre- 
fer newspaper. It will also be necessary 
to have some magazines and two boards, 
to use as a press. 

Arrange the plant material between the 
newspaper or absorbent paper in the 
position you wish it to have when dry. 
Then slip these papers between the pages 
of a magazine. Leave several pages be- 
fore putting in your next specimen, and

UGUST is the most satisfactory time 
for planting new strawberry beds, 
so if you have been nursing along 
baby plants from your old bed, you can 
now consider planting them out.

Be sure you 
read the schedule correctly and exhibit 
the exact number called for, the exact 
type, etc. Even though you have the 
best flowers in the show, one too many 











or one too few may disqualify your entry. 

The same goes for exhibiting vegetables 
and fruit. Quality counts first. Big, 
coarse tomatoes, old beets or turnips, and 
corn that is too old do not bring the 
prizes. When more than one of a kind 
of fruit or vegetable is called for, select 
specimens of uniform size and_ shape. 


Watch out for blemishes too. Naming 
the varieties exhibited makes a show 


more interesting and educational. 


DIVIDE PEONIES AND BLEEDING- 
HEART this month if the clumps have 
grown too large. Split peonies into sec- 
tions that have five or six eyes or buds, 
and the Dicentra spectabilis into three 
or four sections. Before replanting, add 
bonemeal and manure to the soil and dig 
thoroughly. The plants will not be dis- 
turbed for several years, so it is im- 
portant that you add enough nourish- 
ment now. Have no more than 2 inches 
of soil over the crowns when you plant, 
and firm the soil with your foot around 
the roots. 


MOVING EVERGREENS, if they’re 
overcrowded or need shifting to a more 
advantageous spot. can be started this 
month. Dig and ‘ball them, and tie the 
burlap tightly around the root-balls to 
keep them from breaking. Tie one rope 
or string around the top of the burlap- 
covered ball. another around the base of 
it, and then lace the top and bottom to- 
gether by passing a heavy string or light 
rope between the two every few inches. 
The larger the tree to be moved, the 
larger should be the ball and the more 
important it is that the ball be tied 
tightly. For the average tree, dig a 
trench around it 18 inches from the 
trunk; then when you are down 14 to 
16 inches and are below the root system 
of the plant, slice down the ball of soil 
vently with a digging fork until you get 
into the fibrous This cuts down 
the ball to a size you can handle and 
does not harm the tree. Cut off any tap 
or strong roots with a pair of pruning 
shears, apply the burlaps, and water 
lightly to prevent drying out during the 


roots. 


process, 

The replanting should be 
large enough and deep enough to permit 
having 6 inches of good soil underneath 
ind all around the ball. After you have 
the ball in place, fill in about half the 
depth of the hole and then puddle in 
the soil with water from the hose. This 
makes sure that no air pockets have been 
left under the tree. Fill up the hole the 
rest of the way, and water again to settle 
the remainder of the soil. Tall trees re- 
quire support against strong winds. Use 
three guy wires from the trunk of the 
tree to three stakes set into the ground 
around the tree. Each wire should first 
be put through a piece of hose long 
enough to encircle the tree trunk. Bare 


hole for 


wire would cut into the trunk. Drive the 
stakes into the ground to tighten the 
wire, or twist double wires, but allow for 
a little motion of the tree. 


RE-LANDSCAPING. Many foundation 
plantings after a dozen years or so often 
completely outgrow their surroundings. 
They cut off views, block circulation of 
air, and invite the breeding of mosqui- 
Overgrown plantings also make 
many a home dark and damp and fre- 
quently hide the characteristics of a 
fine house. Even though you do hate to 
part with such evergreens, | am sure that 
if you pull them out and re-landscape 
the area around your house, you will 
take renewed pleasure in it. Now is the 
time for that kind of a job. 


NEW LAWNS.. Preparations for new 
lawns should be started this month. 
Thorough digging. of course, is essential 
in the making of any new lawn, and if 
the soil is poor lots of organic material, 
(preferably humus, manure or _peat- 
moss) should be added. Also use 
coarsely ground bonemeal at the rate of 
about 50 pounds per 1,000 square feet. 
Try to get the slow-acting, long-lasting 
14 inch size, and work it into the top 
2 inches of the lawn area. 

For a fine lawn you must also use 
good seed. The cheaper the seed the 
poorer will be the types of grass. Be- 
fore starting to seed, rake the surface 
fine and smooth, and remove all coarse 
material. Sow at the rate of 4 to 6 
pounds per 1,000 square feet. Early 
September is the best time for seeding. 
Broadcast the seed by hand, trying for 
as even a coverage as possible, and do 
not try to sow on a windy day. Rake 
over lightly after seeding, and roll with 
a light roller. If the weather should 
stay dry, you will need to resort to wa- 
tering. 


OLD LAWNS. For best results feed 
old lawns in late August or September 
during wet cool weather. An application 
of 25 to 30 pounds of good organic 
lawn fertilizer for every 1,000 square 
feet once or even twice a year makes a 
world of difference to a lawn. For con- 
trol of the Japanese beetles in the lawn, 
use DDT or Chlordane, or a combination 
of both. Use at the rate recommended 
by the manufacturer of the product you

SPRAYING. Broadleaf evergreens 
should be sprayed this month with a 
rotenone or nicotine spray for control 
of lacewing fly. This is a sucking insect 
that causes the take on a 
sickly gray color.

was found in a bed of seedlings. The 
daffodil experts believe that Kine AL- 
FRED was one of the parents and a now 
obsolete little daffodil called BLACKWELL 
the other.

ways remain a secret, we do know that in 
1933, 16 years later, Fortune bulbs 
were still sold for $100.00 each.

Do peony seeds need filing? Mine 
were planted inthe fall, were frozen 
and have had an abundance of moist- 
ure. They have not come up.—Mrs. 
Georce H. ScHUESSLER (Kans.) 


The following is my experience with 
peony About 40 were 
vathered when ripe from a double white” 
variety and planted in a small wooden 
box, about 14 x 20 inches, which I set 
in the ground even with the surface of 
the soil. The following spring no seed- 
lings appeared, but I left them undis- 
turbed and the second season nearly all 
of them came up and developed into 
nice, healthy plants. I waited five years 
to see the first bloom, which was a 
single white. Since then many like it 
have appeared, as well as some other 
colors including a large, late, double 
rose; a beautiful, early, double pink; 
and a large single red with many 
golden stamens, a glorious combination 
like Mikado, a Japanese variety. There 
was also a large, semi-double red much 
like Richard Carvel in color and rather 
late. These are all nice, large, thrifty 
plants now. 

I am proud of the accomplishment 
with this seed. It takes a heap of pa- 
tience, but it is worth it all to wait. 
Nothing like living in hopes!—Mrs.

One of my botany prints of pressed 
material is of acacia or mimosa and pur- 
ple crocus. Perhaps the acacia has more 
uses than any other flower and the legend 
of the crocus is interesting. According to 
mythology. Crocus was a noble youth who 
was very much in love with a beautiful 
shepherdess named Smilax. The laws of 
the gods would not permit him to marry 
her and in his disappointment he killed 
himself. Smilax was heartbroken and 
wept so much that the goddess Flora felt 
sorry for her and turned both into plants 

‘Crocus into the flower that bears his 
name and Smilax into a beautiful vine 
whose tendrils the Greeks used to bind to- 
vether garlands of the crocus used as 
lecorations at their marriage festivals. 

Making memory pictures. as they might 
be called, is really a fine hobby for the 
winter months, because often all the blos- 
soms saved are from our gardens or from 
some special occasion. When you have 
finally cleared away the last scrap of 
frost-killed material from your garden, 
you will have the pressed flowers collected 
earlier in the year to make into botany 
prints in spite of Jack Frost.

Home Frozen Vegetables

This also freezes with very good results. 
Steam corn on the cob until done: small 
ears for 64% minutes; medium ears, 84% 
minutes; large ears, 10% minutes. Cool 
and cut whole kernels from cob. Wash, 
peel and quarter tomatoes and put in 
large kettle. Add just enough water to 
prevent tomatees from scorching, and 
leat through to boiling. Cool. Then 
mix 2 parts of tomatoes with 1 part of 
whole kernel corn and package for the 
freezer. 

Since all of these tomato products are 
already cooked before they go into the 
freezer, you will be delighted at the 
speed with which they can be produced 
at the table. Heating and thawing can 
be done simultaneously. and they need 
only be warmed to serving temperature. 

If your home freezer has a separate 
freezing compartment, cooked products 
such as these tomato dishes can be 
packaged and placed in the freezer while 
still hot if glass, plastic or the new 
aluminum foil tray-type packages are 
used. One decided advantage of the 
aluminum foil tray-type package for 
cooked frozen products is that the food 
can be placed directly from the freezer 
into the oven for thawing and heating 
right in the package. Be sure, however, 
that you do not subject waxed freezing 
cartons to heat either in an oven or from 
hot food as the heat will melt the wax 
coating. 

Eggplant is a much-maligned vege- 
table to my way of thinking. When it is 
prepared properly, it has a delicate, 
distinctive flavor all its own. When it is 
prepared properly for the freezer, you 
will be delighted with the results. Thé 
above-mentioned tomato and eggplant 
vegetable dish is one you will want to 
try out this summer. And also freeze 
some eggplant slices for frying or some 
sticks for French frying. 

Select mature eggplant and _ peel. 
Work with small quantities at a time 
so the eggplant will not discolor. Slice 
or cut into sticks about ¥%-inch thick and 
blanch either in steam or boiling water 
for about 5 minutes, or until slices or 
sticks are just cooked through. Cool in 
running cold water and package in 
freezing containers, preferably in pack- 
ages from which the frozen product can 
be removed, such as top-opening flat rec- 
tangular containers. And when packag- 
ing the slices for frying, pack slices in 
package with two pieces of moisture- 
proof cellophane between slices so they 
can be separated while still frozen. Then 
each slice can be dipped in a thin batter 
for frying while still frozen and _ slices 
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will be easier to handle than the thawed 
ones. For French frying eggplant sticks, 
thaw sticks just enough to separate, then 
dip in thin batter and fry. 

Eggplant also may be cut into cubes, 
cooked and then mashed before freezing 
it. In this case the vegetable merely 
needs to be warmed to serving tempera- 
ture te use. 

The parsnip is a vegetable that is 
improved in flavor through freezing, 
since some of the strong flavor is washed 
out during the pre-freezing blanching 
process. French fried parsnip sticks o 
pan fried slices can also be recom 
mended to give the contents of your 
freezer plenty of variety. Top and wash 
parsnips thoroughly. Peel and slice or 
. split lengthwise in strips % inch thick 
Blanch in steam for 3 minutes, then coo! 
immediately in cold running water be- 
fore packaging for the freezer. 

Even though you may not raise your 
own sweet potatoes, you can buy a quan- 
tity of fully cured sweets, freeze them 
and so prolong the pleasure of having 
this vegetable during a longer portion o! 
the year. Wash them, but do not pee! 
Cook until they are tender, and let them 
stand at room temperature until they ar 
cool. Then peel and either mash or! 
slice and package for the freezer. Sinc: 
sweet potatoes will discolor even after 
they are cooked, they must be dipped in 
citric acid solution: 1 quart of water 
which contains either 1 tablespoon o! 
citric acid or % cup of lemon juice. Dip 
the whole potatoes in this solution before 
mashing. or dip slices if sweet potatoes 
are to be frozen this way. 

Not long ago we were served some 
-frozen okra dressed up with Hollandaise 
sauce. It was a real treat. It was un- 
usual and at the same time exceedingly 
tasty. Perhaps this is a vegetable you 
might wish to try freezing this summer. 
Besides sending it to the table as a 
plain boiled vegetable dressed up with 
a sauce, a very good way to eat it is 
fried. Either the whole pod or cut-up 
pods may be tossed in egg and cracker 
crumbs and fried to a golden brown in 
deep fat. 

To freeze okra, wash young, tende! 
pods thoroughly to clean off soil. Trim 
off top stems and separate pods int 
small and large before blanching Il 
order to conserve flavor and nutrient- 
blanch pods in steam rather than _ boi! 
ing water; blanch small pods for 3 mi: 
utes, large pods for 4 minutes. The: 
cool immediately in running cold wat 
and package for the freezer.

the head is tied together to prevent soil 
penetrating the stalks, and then the soil 
is drawn up around the neck of the 
plant. When the bleaching is done with 
soil, a whole row is bleached at a time. 


In the Greenhouse 


For greenhouse operations, a soil com- 
post is a “must.” Soil compost consists 
of building up into a heap alternate lay- 
ers of soil (or sod, which I think is 
preferable) and manure. There should 
be 8 inches of soil to each 4 inches of 
manure, and a few pounds of superphos- 
phate on top of each layer of manure. I 
prefer sod to plain soil because after the 
pile rots down fiber from the grass roots 
remains and helps make a good loose 
soil for greenhouse work. The top of the 
soil compost heap should be left some- 
what concave in order to catch rain and 


help keep the pile moist. 


FOR GREENHOUSE GROWING, 
cuttings should be taken of such plants 
as lantana, heliotrope, verbena, geranium 
and fuchsia sometime before frost. If 
you plan to grow them into standard 
plants, the cuttings must be taken early 
this month in order to allow the plants 
to be full grown by next spring. The 
lantanas. however, will not produce good 
sized heads until they are two years old. 
To make a standard, remove all side 
shoots as the plant grows, and when it 
has reached the desired height, pinch 
out the top. 


CHRYSANTHEMUMS. Large flower- 

g types of chrysanthemums should 
have all side buds removed this month 
or early in September. If you are not too 
clear on how to go about this job, I sug- 
gest you procure a good reference book 
on chrysanthemums, or a good catalogue, 
that will give detailed instructions on 
disbudding the*various varieties. There 
isn’t space here to give you that story. 


SOW CYCLAMEN SEED in a soil 
mixture that is rich in humus. A good 
mixture is 2 parts soil, 2 parts humus, ot 
rotted leaves, and 1 part sand. Sow the 
seeds in flats or pans and keep them 
warm and shaded until they start grow- 
ing. When they are large enough, move 
them into thumb pots. They like a cool 
shady house, and they take 15 to 18 
months to reach flowering size. 


BULBS to start this month include 
freesia, lachenalia, and ixia. Plant them 
6 to 8 bulbs to each 6-inch pot. In 
planting, keep the tips of the bulbs just 
on the soil surface, and firm the soil well 
around them. Place the pots in a cold- 
frame, water thoroughly and shade until 
growth starts. Keep them growing as 
cool as possible and when there is dan- 
ger of frost bring them into a cool green- 
house for flowering.

The Fairest Lily of Them All

nursery. Unfortunately, the hybrid char- 
acter of this lily was not recognized at 
the time, or this one successful cross 
might have given rise to dozens of others, 
as it has done in recent years. 


Cultural Requirements 


Before we discuss these newer, stronger 
growing forms of L. candidum, it may be 
well to consider its cultural requirements. 
It is nourished by the spring rains and 
the cool weather of the early part of the 
year; by the time midsummer heat sets 
in it has flowered, has had its oppor- 
tunity to set seed, if it could do so, and 
is ready to go into the dormancy im- 
posed upon it by the climatic conditions 
of its country of origin. Although not 
a desert plant, it can withstand dry 
summers and scorching sun, and it will 
be ready to burst forth with new foliage 
the moment cooler fall weather arrives, 
This characteristic of making new growth 
in the fall which remains green all 
winter is unique among our garden lilies, 

The bulbs, in order to carry through 
their normal cycles of growth, should be 
planted very shallow, with the tops so 
close to the surface that they almost peek 
through. In the garden they should be 
left undisturbed for years, and moved 
only if the bulbs are obviously over- 
crowded and their flowering capacity is 
visibly impaired. Because of their sum- 
mer dormancy, early planting is a 
“must.” They should be in the ground 
and ready to grow in the early fall. 


This is true of all Madonna _ lilies, 
wherever they come from. Use good 


bulbs, freshly dug, quickly shipped and 
even more quickly replanted in a sunny, 
well-drained location, with sufficient 
moisture during all but the few midsum- 
mer months, and success is assured. 
Allow the bulbs plenty of space, for 
Madonna lilies are heavy feeders and 
make large root systems. Set them up- 
right when planted, straight up, or the 
stems will fall over the next year. 

The propagation of Madonna lilies is 
easy. If left alone they will multiply 
but slowly. A better method is to scale 
the bulb at the time of flowering. This 
can be done by either digging the whole 
plant and scaling the bulb down to the 
very heart. or by removing a little of the 
soil around the bulb, leaving its root 
system intact and removing only some of 
the larger outside scales. Cover the bulb 
up again to its original ground level and 
it will not suffer. Complete scaling, of 
course, sets the bulb back quite a bit, 
but so strong are these lilies that the 
remaining central hearts, if replanted 
with the root system still attached, will 
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invariably recover their strength and 
flower again in two years. 

The scales can be planted immediately 
after removal from the mother bulb. 
Prepare the ground well, spading and 
forking it over to a depth of about 12 
inches, and see to it that the subsoil 
well drained. Draw lines with a stick or 
a hoe across this ground, not deeper than 
3 inches and not shallower than 2, and 
simply lay the scales in these little de- 
pressions. Cover the scales with soil and 
pretty soon they will callous over and 
little bulbs will form along the edges of 
the broken part; sometimes one, some- 
times two or even three. By fall these 
little bulbs will throw up a leaf and be- 
gin to build up strength. The soil should 
be damp but not wet at time of planting. 
If the weather looks threatening, the 
scales can be kept in a box in a cool 
place, well covered with vermiculite or 
some other sterile, moisture-retaining 
substance, such as clean river sand, until 
they can be planted out safely. They 
should not be allowed to dry out, nor 
should they be overly warm; 60° F. 
seems about right for them. 

One can either plant the scales thickly 
and line them out the next summer or 
plant them thinly and leave them in the 
ground fof two years. I prefer the first 
method. After the first transplanting the 
bulblets can be left in for two years and 
most of them will then be large enough 
to be planted in a permanent position in 
the garden, or to be sold, as the case may 
be. 

Naturally, for scaling, only the best, 
healthiest bulbs should be selected. More 
than that, it is little trouble to keep the 
scales of each bulb separate and to plant 
them with a little space between the lots. 
In that way, if your original stock is not 
identical in every respect, but consists 
of several, different types of Madonna 
lilies, which is possible, then you can 
select the best growing and the healthiest 
looking lot for your future garden plant- 
ing and discard the others. Even within 
the clone there may be differences and 
scales from one bulb may grow better or 
have more disease resistance than those 
from another. Furthermore, scales from 
diseased bulbs can thus easily be re- 
moved without danger that they already 
have contaminated other groups. he 
problem of disease resistance is a vexing 
one. 


Disease Control 


Although Madonna lilies will succvmb 
to but one disease, they may suffer | om 
and be stunted by several others. ‘he 
one lethal disease is basal rot, cau-ed, 
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as a rule, by lack of drainage, too deep 
planting or mechanical injury which 
opens the road for the basal rot organism 
to start its attack. This organism is 
widely spread. Most gardens where bulbs 
have been grown must be suspected of 
harboring it. Most bulbs that come from 
other gardens or nurseries cannot be 
considered as safe. As with all other 
diseases, animal or vegetable, a healthy 
subject, growing under good conditions, 
is more apt to resist disease than one 
that is not in perfect condition. Good 
health and wellbeing is a better protec- 
tion against disease than all the sprays 





and dusts that can be given. For basal 
rot there has been no cure except the 
scalpel. Cut the diseased parts away, 
plant the bulb in clean soil and trust to 
luck. Treating the cleaned part with 
Arasan dust has been found beneficial. 

The other diseases are less serious but 
more common. Madonna lilies have 
tender foliage. They grow from early 
fall, through winter into the next sum- 
mer. All that time the foliage is exposed 
to the elements and the mechanical in- 
juries of over-zealous hoeing, raking and 
the like. Bruise or damage the foliage of 
any plant and you increase the danger of 
fungus attacks. The first sign of botrytis 
di-ease is small brown or reddish-brown 
spots, usually with a darker, sometimes 
with a gray, center spot. In time the 
enlire leaf shrivels and drops off. Lilium 
candidum is very much subject to this 
di--ase, but there is a direct correlation 
beiween the condition of the plant and 
the prevalence of the disease. The 
he: lthier the stock is, the less chance 
dos botrytis have to start its work. The 
fur gus can survive even the coldest win- 
ters, If, therefore, its presence is de- 
tec ed in the fall it might be well to hoe 
off all fall-grown foliage some time dur- 
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ing the winter, rake it carefully together 
and burn it. The chances are that the 
foliage so affected would die down any- 
way, but the fungus spores would still be 
present to attack the new spring growth. 
Their complete removal in the fall or 
winter gives the young spring foliage a 
chance to develop and build up a resist- 
ance. 

Again I stress that a sunny, well 
drained position and healthy, well grown, 
early planted bulbs are the best safe- 
guard. If, however, botrytis is present 
and removal of affected leaves does not 
promise to keep it in check, then an 
application, repeated if necessary, of a 
4-2-50 Bordeaux mixture is recom- 
mended. The ingredients can be ob- 
tained from any seed store, the mixture 
made up as needed and applied with a 
small hand: sprayer. In our nursery, 
where we have grown many acres of L. 
candidum, we have removed the fall 
growth without any visible ill effects. 

To be completely healthy, also, the 
Madonna bulb must be free from degen- 
erative diseases, such as those belonging 
to the mosaic or virus complex. But 
such a disease-free condition is very rare 
in garden strains, for our Madonna lilies 
have, as I have pointed out, been grown 
in gardens for thousands of years. This 
disease, which affects all parts of the 
bulb and is present in its sap, does not 
kill the lily. But it does stunt the plant, 
weakens it and thereby makes it more 
subject to fungus attacks. Virus diseases 
spread rapidly. They must be consid- 
ered as present and active in all stocks of 
cultivated lilies except those ef recent 
origination. We may also suspect that 
it is a contributing factor to the sterility 
of this lily. 


A New Era Begins 


This sterility barrier, which prevents 
the growing of these lilies from seed, the 
only known method of obtaining clean 
stock from diseased parents, offered a 
challenge to many gardeners. In France 
the Abbé Souillet. priest of the little 
village of Milly-Gennes, province of 
Maine and Loire, accepted the challenge. 
His original purpose was not to combat 
virus diseases, with which he and other 
pre-war gardeners were not acquainted, 
but rather the fungus disease, botrytis. 
Thus he set out in 1925, using the most 
beautiful known form of L. candidum, 
the type popularly called Charles the 
Tenth, which, however, is highly suscep- 
tible to botrytis and totally sterile under 
all normal garden conditions. Father 
Souillet, therefore, tackled a most diffi- 
cult problem. 

He began by mutilating the plant, re- 
moving, under the ground, parts of the 
bulb and by this method turning the

plant into an annual. This, as other sci- 
entific workers have demonstrated, can 
be done. The mutilation must be severe 
enough to make the plant put its last 
efforts into the production of seed, rather 
than into a new bulb. On the other 
hand, it must not be so drastic that the 
entire plant dies without making a suc- 
cessful attempt to reproduce itself. Only 
a devoted gardener like Father Souillet 
could achieve this difficult feat. His first 
attempts were made in 1925, without re- 
sults. Again the experiment was tried 
in 1926, in 1927, 1928 and in 1929. Fi- 
nally in 1930, after five years of pain- 
staking work with many plants, three 
large seed capsules were formed. One 
can well understand Father Souillet’s 
disappointment to find in the fall that the 
three capsules contained nothing but 
chaff. Again in 1931 four capsules were 
formed, three large ones which appeared 
to be well filled and one small deformed 
one. That fall disappointment returned. 
for the three large capsules contained 
nothing but seeds without embryo. But 
the fourth capsule, the deformed one. 
contained five well formed seeds with the 
embryo plainly visible in them. 

These five seeds were planted in 1932 
and three of them grew into vigorous 
plants. In 1935 one of them flowered 
and in 1936 all three pushed up 6-foot 
stems, each with some 20 flowers—“des 
fleurs enormes et magnifiques” as Souil- 
let reported to me. The three plants de- 
veloped normally and gave large quanti- 
ties of seed until the entire garden was 
destroyed during the battle of the Loire. 
It was my good fortune, and the good 
fortune of all gardeners, that some of 
the seed was sent to me in 1939. 

Thus from Father Souillet’s efforts, 
from his faith in these beautiful lilies, 
came the new, fertile, disease-resistant 
Cascade Madonna lilies which are shown 
on the cover of this month’s FLOWER 
Grower. Here in Oregon, with excellent 
soil, with a climate that is ideal for them, 
and with a well-equipped bulb farm, it 
was comparatively easy to step up their 
production during the war years. 

The seed sent from France flowered in 
1942 and showed even greater variation 
than reported. While we selected the 
best among them for further propagation 
as new varieties, we also dug the poorest 
specimens while in flower and destroyed 
them. This gave us some twelve distinct 
new types, which we scaled and are now 
propagating as clones or varieties. It 
also gave us a large number of beautiful, 
disease-free lilies which we intended to 
introduce as a strain of mixed types. 
This group we called the Arctic Strain 
for its almost glacial purity of color. 
Pollen from the best of these plants was 
then used on a large group of L. candi- 
dum types, collected from various parts 
of the world before the war, and from 
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this mass pollination came a strain of 
even greater vigor than the original 
Arctic Strain. The best types of these 
two strains have now been combined into 
what we call our “Cascade type Ma- 
donna lilies.” 

While we shall always be deeply 
grateful to Father Souillet for his mag- 
nificent work, I believe we now have 
every right to consider this latest strain 
as truly American as the Cascade Moun- 
tains for which they are named. Strong 
growing, clean and healthy, they have 
remained free of botrytis and the virus- 
complex diseases. Eventually they will 
succumb, especially if vegetative propa- 
tion is again resorted to. It is our plan. 
however, to raise new and, we hope, stil! 
better strains, so that the Cascade Strain, 
the name we intend to use for these 
newer strains as well, will always remain 
paramount. 

The fact that these lilies are highly 
fertile opens up many enticing avenues 
to their eventual hybridization with other 
lily species. Already we have new, 
disease-free varieties of the same general 
type as L. testaceum. We also have L. 
candidum, the Madonna lily, with pure 
white flowers and brilliant orange-red 
pollen, not yellow as in the regular type; 
we have them with pendent flowers and 
with erect flowers, and we have them in 
different colors. None of these exciting 
novelties are on the market as yet, but 
we must remember that it is a scant 25 
years since Father Souillet started his 
experiments and only ten years since his 
original seed reached me here in Oregon. 
Within a few years, however, we shall 
have enough to supply the demands of 
all American gardeners.

table powder and 2 teaspoons of Dreft 
or Vel should be dissolved in 4 gallons 
of water. The plants are then inverted 
and swished around in the solution so as 
to be thoroughly, wetted. No harm will 
come if some of the solution is soaked 
into the soil. Rubber gloves must be 
used for this treatment and the work 
should be done outdoors. 

Most seedsmen and other distributors 
who handle insecticides already have. or 
soon will have, parathion preparat 
for sale. Look through the back pages 
of the new catalogues to see where it can 
be obtained. 

Remember, though, that insecti: 
are becoming more potent and de: ly. 
and so they must be treated with resect 
and caution.

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How to Make an Aluminum Bench

to the development of new uses for this 

aterial, and among them was the now 
omiliar corrugated sheet aluminum sid- 
ng and roofing materials. This was the 
iterial that came to our rescue and 
ill, I believe, prove equally valuable to 
vreenhouse operators everywhere. 

The bench which we built from this 
material is now three years old and is 
by far the most satisfactory bench in the 
sreenhouse. The construction of this 
original bench was described in the 
June, 1948, issue of the Missouri Botani- 
cal Garden Bulletin. This bench was 
made entirely of aluminum, but since 
such a bench requires a certain amount 
of sheetmetal working knowledge to 
build, and since it is only the bottoms 
of wood benches that need frequent re- 
placement, it was decided to try some 
benches with the sides made of swamp 
cypress, treated with wood preservative, 
and the bottoms of aluminum. 

Benches of this modified type have 
now been in use about two years and 
show no sign of depreciation whatever. 
The simple, rapid construction of this 
type bench, and the ease with which it 
may be dissembled and moved about, are 
clearly indicated in the illustrations on 
page 670. 

This type bench is most conveniently 
made as “pans,” each pan or unit being 
of such size as to be easy to carry and 
handle. The pans may then be mounted 
on metal frames or wooden legs to form 
a continuous bench. If a wooden bench 
is already installed and it is only neces- 
sary to replace the bottom, you need 
only remove the old bottom boards, clean 
things up, treat the sides with wood pre- 
servative, place new boards at the bot- 
tom at 2-foot intervals to support the 
aluminum, and nail the corrugated alu- 
minum in place with large-headed gal- 
vanized nails, bringing the aluminum 
well up on the sides. 

To make a new bench of the pan type 
suggested above, the procedure is as fol- 
lows: Figure the size of the bench and 
decide what length pans to make. For 
a 3x20-foot bench, for example, it’s bet- 
ter to make two 3x10-foot pans than one 
3x2()-foot pan. Next decide what height 
the bottom of the bench will be from the 
floor, and then compute the amount of 
lumer needed for the legs and cross- 
pieces. Two-by-fours are excellent for 
this purpose, and the “horses” (two legs 
with cross-piece attached) should be 
spaced about 2 feet apart. Good footings 
tan be provided by sinking concrete 
Duil ing blocks about two-thirds their 
fept'i in the earth. If the greenhouse

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floor is concrete, any means of raising 
the legs up an inch or so will serve the 
purpose. 

The pan itself is made by first mak- 
ing a frame of cypress side boards and 
then nailing the corrugated aluminum 
bottom onto this frame. Broad-headed 
galvanized nails should always be used. 
When the pan has been mounted on the 
horses, drainage holes should be punched 
in rows across the breadth of the 
pan. The rows should be about a foot 
apart and the holes should be punched 
in alternate valleys in alternate rows— 
that is, staggered—so as not to weaken 
the aluminum more than necessary. In

case the pans are made rather long. an 
occasional angle iron support could be 
fastened to the cross-bar of the horse 
and the side board to prevent any pos- 
sibility of warping. 

When complete, the bench may be 
filled with gravel or cinders for pot 
plants, with soil for benched plants. or 
with sand or vermiculite for propagation. 

Where sand or vermiculite is 
used, it might be well to give the bot- 
tom of the bench a coat of asphalt to 
prevent the possibility of aluminum poi- 
soning to the plants, although in our 
use of these materials so far there have 
been no ill effects due to aluminum tox- 
icity. If peatmoss or other acid reacting 
material were used, a coat of asphalt 
would be advisable. The galvanized nails 
used in the construction are not in con- 
tact with the growing medium, and so 
zinc toxicity does not enter the picture.

ARLY last spring when I visited the 
lath-houses and greenhouses of one 
of the largest cymbidium growers 
on the Pacific Coast I could easily see 
how the entrancing beauty of these 
flowers can kindle the gardener’s en- 
thusiasm to the point of paying the high 


prices asked. When everything is con- 


sidered these prices are not as _ out- 
rageous as they might seem for, al- 


though the cymbidium is easily grown, 
it takes time and patience to propagate. 

New cymbidium varieties and colors 
are developed by hand pollination and 
growing seedlings is something- for the 
experts. It takes'a year or more for the 
Then comes the lengthy 
business of growing the seedlings to 
the flowering stage. In the end you get 
what you pay for and when you have it 
there are few plants which give more 
blossom for so little effort. The flowers 
remain in perfect condition on the plant 
for ten weeks and when picked can be 
kept for over a month by changing the 
water. 


seedpod to set. 


In the coastal belt of California cym- 
bidiums are grown outdoors. Although 
they can stand more cold than any other 
orchid not all of them were able to 
pull through last January’s protracted 
cold. Good drainage is the most im- 
portant If cymbidiums 
are grown outdoors and the soil is not 
naturally well drained, raise the ground 
level a foot or two and use a mixture 
of leafmold and light garden loam to 
which has been added some decomposed 
granite. Select a spot that is well pro- 
tected from wind and has early morning 
and late afternoon sun but no noonday 
sun. An ideal place is under a tree hav- 
ing high branches and giving filtered 
shade. If you grow your cymbidiums in 
pots, chip the original hole out to twice 
the size it was, place a curved bit of pot 
shard over the hole concave side’ down, 
fill the container 144 full with mixed 
gravel and small pot shards, put an inch 
of decayed leaves over this gravel mix- 
ture and plant the cymbidium in aged 
compost made of decomposed granite, 
coarse leafmold and rotted cow manure. 
Be careful not to injure the roots for 
they are very brittle, and set the plant 
so that only the base of the pseudo- 
bulb is in the compost.

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Though cymbidiums should not d 
out neither should their soil beco: 
soggy wet. Their roots should be cx 
and moist and the tops should be spray 
once or twice a day when the weather 
is warm and dry. When the plant is 
getting ready to flower (this is in the 
autumn) keep the roots a little dryer 
but continue overhead spraying.

Cymbidium flowers come, according 
to variety, from November to the end 
of August. The colors are uniquely 
marked and amazingly lovely, ranging 
from white, ivory and pale yellow 
through chartreuse, pale pink and pale 
green, to olive green, bronze and maroon. 
About thirty species of cymbidiums have 
been introduced into the United States, 
mostly from Asia. One of the commonest 
and earliest to bloom is C.tracyanum. 
Chartreuse C.lowianum is about the last 
one to flower. 


Southern California 


Spreading live oaks form the backdrop 
to many a California garden from Los 
Angeles county north through central 
California. At this time of year oak 
moths are laying the eggs that will hatch 
into caterpillars to defoliate the trees in 
September and October. Now is the time 
to get ready to wage war on these worms 
by spraying wherever possible with lead 
arsenate in the proportion of three or 
four pounds to 100 gallons of water. 
Prepare to do this as soon as you see the 
first worm which may be late this month. 

If you cut your perennials down after 
their first strong blooming, water well 
and feed them, you will have autumn 
flowers; this is one of August’s chores. 
When cutting dahlias for the house, leave 
three or more sets of leaves on the stem.

Nouthern Gardens 


By JULIA LESTER DILLON 


EAT and humidity are trials all gar- 
deners and plants must bear during 
this month. Weeds grow quickly, 

lawns need cutting again overnight and 
gardeners grow weary—still tasks must 
be done. 


MIDSUMMER PRUNING also has to 
be done. The conifers of small and 
medium growth must be tip-sheared to 
keep them shapely and green from the 
central stem. Cut the biotas or thujas, 
the retinisporas or chamaecyparis, the 
junipers both prostrate and upright and 
watch out for bagworms as you prune. 
If any are present pick them off one by 
one being sure none are overlooked. 
Then burn the pests for the eggs will 
scatter if left in the garbage cans or trash 
piles. 

KEEPING THE GARDEN free of 
pests is a full time chore. Spray the 
boxwoods, azaleas, camellias, roses, 
crapemyrtles and everything else that 
shows signs of rust, mildew, blackspot 


and the ravages of red spiders, lace bugs. 
spider mites, aphids and grasshoppers 
beetles and what not. Not to speak of 
the pesky moles that break up the lawns 
and bore their runs into the flower beds. 
Use Mole-nots for these. 


SEEDS OF PERENNIALS should be 
planted now. When you send in your list 
include a supply of Vita bands to use fo: 
the seedlings. They not only help then: 
to grow but are such a vital aid in tran:- 
planting and save so much time. 


DAFFODILS, SCILLAS, MUSCAR) 
and Roman hyacinths must also be read\ 
at hand for planting in a few weeks. 


LILIES were once grown in every 
southern garden as roses were, but of 
recent years there are few to be seen.

South. The Lilium harrisi (Longifolium 
var. eximium), was the worst of the 
diseased types. 

Lilium candidum now has taken its 
place and these are being grown in the 
fields of Georgia. South and North Caro- 
lina for sale to the greenhouse trade as 
well as to growers. This much the war 
has helped the South. 

Most southern gardeners just did not 
try to grow these lilies. About five years 
ago a friend sent me a box of Lilium 
candidum bulbs which were planted with 
glowing hopes. These hopes have been 
fulfilled, for the lilies bloom each spring 
in rich luxuriance. They were planted in 
sandy soil with a clay subsoil, and being 
scale bulbs were planted on the side and 
dusted with flowers of sulphur before be- 
ing put in the ground. Later they were 
mulched with peatmoss. Fertilizer was 
used both fall and spring. 


LILIUM CENTIFOLIUM was planted 
in a friend’s garden at about the same 
time. These have grown apace. From the 
original dozen there must be now at least 
thirty and as the slender stems come up 
and are crowned with their beautiful 
clusters of lily bells it is a beautiful pic- 
ture. These, but not the candidum, 
should be thinned out now and replanted. 


Last September a dozen centifolium 
and six Olympic hybrids of these were 
put out with a half dozen Lilium regale 
near the original planting and every one 
of them grew and bloomed radiantly. 
The foliage of the centifolium is finer 
and of a deeper color than that of the 
Candidum. 

Lilium regale also was a joy later. All 
are marked so that no other planting will 
be made where they are this winter and 
spring. 


HYBRID HEMEROCALLIS deserve a 
story all their own, for they not only add 
rich color to the garden picture but there 
are so many intriguing kinds. Hybridizers 
have not only developed daylilies that 
stay open at night but most of them are 
evergreen in this section. The borders 
show the wonderful soft yellow. Joy 
Russell and Annis Victoria Russell with 
the soft peach tones of Belle of Georgia, 
and the rich notes of Copper King,

had determined not to meddle with 
them! But, in the same year, four chance 
seedlings—in my own garden and that 
of a friend—came up with flowers in 
tones of soft pink and rose. I was 
amazed! I simply had to compete with 
the bees! The results have been rather 
stimulating. Caysan had been collected 
from the wild, also New OrLEANS, a huge 
rose-pink, with long recurved segments. 
There had also been several small pinks 
in good shades. But no one has discov- 
ered an Abbeville in true pink, so of 
course this is my goal. Last spring I ap- 
proached it with a warm rose-pink, of 
perfect Abbeville form. 

A number of hybridizers are now work- 
ing with the Louisianas, and they can 
scarcely fail to produce some fine things 
for gardens. Two attractive clear yellows 
have already been named, SuNNy and 
ALINE SmitH. Cappo and CHERRY 
Bounce are two very fine deep reds. 
Oddly enough, the latter was produced 
by crossing an Abbeville red with an 
orchid-and-violet bicolor, ContTRAST, the 
most decided bicolor ever collected in 
the wild. We wish we knew the ancestors 
of some of our chance seedlings. For ex- 
ample. my own JuNE Couns, a_ big, 
frilled. ethereal white, is an orphan! 

Louisiana irises have succeeded under 
varying conditions, but from 25 years’ 
experience in growing them, my own 
conclusiens can be summed up in a few 
sentences. The first two requirements are 
rich soil. and plenty of water in the 
growing season—they certainly eat and 
drink intemperately! They like soil either 
acid or neutral, and lots of humus. 

Here in the South they do not like full 
sun unless their feet are actually in the 
water, In their native habitat they are 
usually found growing beneath tall 
cypresses, the lacy foliage of which sifts 
in just the right amount of sunshine. 
However, they must not be planted too 
near trees, as the roots of the latter will 
take up the fertilizer so necessary for 
the fine development of the iris. (I have 
suffered this experience!) Scattered tall 
trees are best. They thrive in a slat-house. 
They probably want full sun in the north- 


700 


ern United States and in England. The 
usual method of preparing Louisiana iris 
beds here is to fill in soil to within an 
inch or two of natural surface of the 
ground, so that flooding is easy when 
rains are insufhcient. 

The cold-resistance of these irises 
seems remarkable when it is remembered 
that they were originally collected in a 
sub-tropical region. With only slight pro- 
tection—such as glass-wool or light 
straw—they have been grown success- 
fully in New England, Minnesota, and 
even in Southern Canada. Of course they 
do not flower nearly so early as in 
Louisiana, where they make their biggest 
growth in winter. 

No one knows exactly what they are, 
nor where they are headed. but right 
today a big ‘adventure is waiting for the 
gardener who has not tried Louisiana 
irises. Their color range is equalled by 
that of no other group, and for size they 
come close to the large Japanese iris. 
This refers, of course, to the large- 
flowered forms of the  Louisianas. 
They are very graceful in growth, and 
lovely in flower arrangements. Because 
of their firmness and keeping qualities, 
the small-flowered ones are perfect for 
corsages—and much easier to grow than 
orchids! 

Of course, I like them best along little 
streams, beneath the soft spring green 
of my own tall forest trees. There, all 
colors are right, and great clumps of 
white are something to remember and 
dream over when winter comes.

Fuchsia Gartenmeister Bonstedt 


OMPLAINTS from correspondents in 

Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee, Mis- 
souri and Kansas about the poor growth 
of California fuchsias suggest that it is 
intense heat which usually 
causes trouble with these plants. It is 
well to remember when choosing Cali- 
fornia fuchsias that many of the recom- 
mended varieties are meant 
culture in the cool, moist atmosphere 
along the central California coast and are 
not adapted for window garden culture 
at all. If selection is made from those 
recommended for pot culture and re- 
stricted to single varieties with white or 
the so-called orange tubes and either 
singles or doubles with predominating 
magenta shades, there should be little 
trouble anywhere in the East or Midwest 
if proper cultural methods are followed. 
The triphylla hybrids of bushy growth 
are usually happy in this section too. 
Gartenmeister Bonstedt, which I had 
from Joe Plummer, 115 Chorro St., San 
Luis Obispo, Calif., is one of this last 
class. A bushy grower with deep green 
and bronzy red leaves, especially in the 
sun, and clusters of long, red, orange- 
shaded “firecrackers,” it is among the 
best of the “easies.”

Western Erythroniums 


HERE are two sides to the western 

erythronium question: They are per- 
manent in some gardens and not to be 
counted on for more than two or thrée 
years in others. I suspect that it is 
largely a matter of moisture. Of that I 
cannot say positively from experience, 
but we usually lose them in two or three 
years in this dry garden of ours. They 
are, however, worth frequent renewal for 
the gardener who looks forward to the 
first flowers of spring. That is true of all
